that is not easily 
shaken. 
But 


fear may 
be deeper- seated than 


ohe realizes, and our fear 
is at 


least enough to 
induce us

spend billions in defense.

danger realized, 
what 
spiritual 


resources have we? It is obvious 
that neither

mote and secret place o 
fsafety, 


as 
a precautionary measure in a 


simulated atomic attack. 


I am not sure, 
even yet, how 


much our complacency is shaken. 
There is a 
Dives-like 
compla- 


cency 
(I,uke lG:3iy about-a con- 


tented 
and 
prosperous 
people 


that is not easily 
shaken. 
But 


fear may 
be deeper- seated than 


ohe realizes, and our fear 
is at 


least enough to 
induce us 
to 


spend billions in defense. 


But assuming that fear in 
this 


atomic age may be real, and 
the 


danger realized, 
what 
spiritual 


resources have we? It is obvious 
that neither 
scientists 
nor mili- 


tary 
men assume any 
complete 


safety or protection.
